We  are  specializing  in  this  beautiful  variety,  and  as  we  grow  it,  and  as  it  is  grown 
from  our  strain,  you  can  find  none  more  beautiful  both  as  an  exhibition  variety  or  for 
the  florist.  Pure,  soft  apricot  pink,  throat  pale  yellow,  the  two  colors  blending  to 
perfection.  We  grow  this  in  quantity  and  have  sold  to  different  large  growers  who 
advertise  the  tall  strain.

Nearly  twenty  years  ago  the  love  of  flowers  led  us  to  plant  a  garden  in  the  wilder¬ 
ness,  where  our  home  was  located.  We  had  perhaps  a  dozen  different  varieties  of 
gladiolus  which  were  best  at  that  time.  Many  which  are  good  commercial  ones  today. 
The  third  year  some  of  these  were  crossed  and  each  year  since  new  crosses  have  been 
made.  All  of  these  first  seedlings  have  been  discarded,  but  some  were  kept  a  few  years 
and  used  for  crossing  with  new  varieties  which  we  had  added  to  our  list.  In  1926  the 
first  of  these  seedlings  were  shown  outside  our  own  garden  and  you  can  imagine  our 
pleasure  in  knowing  that  they  had  received  the  approval  of  the  judges.  The  first  of 
these  to  be  shown  was  the  variety  now  Dr.  Moody  at  the  N.  E.  G.  S.  Show,  Boston, 
Mass.  A  few  days  later  two  others,  now  Baby  Betty  and  Betty  Lucile  were  shown  at 
the  M.  G.  S.  Show,  East  Lansing,  Mich.  All  being  awarded  a  blue  ribbon. 

The  years  have  passed  and  other  new  ones  of  ours  have  gone  out  to  make  friends 
for  themselves  and  for  us.  A  few  Glad  lovers  have  found  their  way  over  the  rough 
roads  to  see  our  gardens  and  have  given  us  much  pleasure  in  their  coming. 

Our  garden  is  still  in  the  wilderness  surrounded  on  three  sides  by  a  State  Reserve 
and  last  summer  the  State  built  a  road  which  passes  our  place.  Our  garden  and  build¬ 
ings  are  V2  mile  south  of  this  road  and  we  have  a  private  road  across. 

If  vacation  time  should  find  you  in  Northeastern  Michigan  during  August  or  Sep¬ 
tember  it  will  be  “Glad  Time”  and  we  want  you  to  come  and  see  us  and  our  “Glads.” 

To  reach  our  place  turn  west  from  Standish  on  M-61.  Just  west  of  the  bridge 
after  you  have  come  16  miles,  find  our  road  leading  south.  If  you  are  at  Gladwin  come 
east  10%  miles. 

We  have  in  our  trial  garden  nearly  400  named  varieties  and  hundreds  of  selected 
seedlings  among  which  we  hope  to  find  a  few  which  will  have  most  of  the  good  qualities 
to  be  found  in  Glads  and  really  worth  while. 

HOW  EACH  VARIETY  OF  OURS  RECEIVED  ITS  NAME 

BABY  BETTY  with  its  rose  shaped  petals  of  cream  and  pink  always  reminded  one 
of  a  baby,  so  was  named  for  our  little  granddaughter.  BETTY  LUCILE  received  the 
name  of  a  cousin  of  G.  W.  Thacker.  Dr.  Irving  Moody  was  president  of  our  American 
Gladiolus  Society  at  the  time  when  the  variety  now  named  for  him,  was  first  shown 
at  the  N.  E.  G.  S.  Show,  Boston,  1926  and  it  was  his  expressions  of  approval  which 
suggested  the  thought  that  we  give  this  variety  the  name  Dr.  Moody. 


FAITH — Summer  of  1928  and  our  garden  was  a  place  of  beauty  from  the  tall 
sturdy  blooms  to  the  dainty  seedling  which  seemed  to  take  its  color  from  the  sky.  One 
night  came  a  storm  of  wind  and  rain,  in  the  morning  the  wind  was  still  blowing  and 
many  of  our  most  beautiful  blooms  destroyed,  but  the  seedling  was  unharmed  and  stood 
facing  the  wind  as  we  think  of  Faith  standing  in  time  of  need. 

LORRAINE  BUDGE — Named  for  Miss  Michigan  1929  who  was  a  Gladwin  county 

girl. 

MARY  LOCKWOOD — was  the  mother  of  S.  B.  Jacobs  who  introduced  Dr.  Moody. 
Resplendent  and  this  one  which  was  named  for  his  mother.  MARY  MARIE — was 
named  for  another  little  granddaughter  of  ours.  MARY  VAN — was  a  girl  of  long  ago 
who  is  now  Mrs.  George  Kinyon.  RESPLENDENT — This  name  was  suggested  by  Mr. 
Jacobs  and  really  describes  the  variety  with  its  gay  colors  and  ruffled  edges.  STATELY 
LAVENDER — with  its  tall  slender  spike,  perfectly  arranged  flowers  and  dainty  color 
has  received  the  only  name  which  would  describe  this  variety.
